ITHE WEEK IN BELFAST. 
** STUDENTS’ DAY. 


From OUR Specia, CORRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Friday. 
To-day is Students’ Day, and the graduates 
and undergraduates are in possession of the 
city. They do the thing extremely well, and 
it is doubtful if any other university in the 
United Kingdom produces a better “rag.” 
Everyone is in costume, and, of course, people 
in the public eye are well represented. I 
have not seen “her” myself, but I under- 
stand that the Royal baby—represented by a 
strapping young giant of about six feet two— 
has been a great success. A short walk 
through the centre of the city showed that 
a cowboy, a Red Indian, a bride and a clergy- 
man were controlling the traffic at the more 
important points, while a Red Cross nurse— 
smoking a pipe—a Hussar and a Chinaman 
were driving trams. In one of the more im- 
portant schools classes were taken this morn- 
ing by a bride, a French ‘‘ mossoo,’’ simply, 
but elegantly, attired in a top hat, six-inch 
moustachios, a dinner jacket, pyjamas, spats 
and tennis shoes; and a policeman. Dublin 
would, perhaps, have been most interested in 
a weird and wonderful boat—it had started 
life as a motor lorry—which was inhabited by 
a band of desperadoes, armed literally to the 
teeth. who called themselves “ Rory’s Cubs”’ 
What the connection was one does not exactly 
know, but the sides of the ‘‘boat’’ were 
decorated with sinister references to the Cor- 
poration Housing Schemes. Usually they 
finish up the day by taking the “ gods” of 
one of the local theatres en masse, and pro- 
viding an appreciative audience with an extra 
‘“show.”’ This part of the proceedings has 
not been too successful of recent years, and 
I understand that it is to be discontinued, 
at any rate, so far as any organised effort. is 
concerned. There is, of course, a serious side 
to all this ragging—namely, the collection of 
funds for the Royal Victoria Hospital, which 
is badly in need of financial support. Last 
year the students collected £900 odd, the year 
before slightly over £1,000, and this year they 

are aiming at £1,100. & 
Our local Parliament is, perhaps, rather 
apt to imitate its “ Mother” at Westminster 
too slavishly, and the latest example— 
that of keeping later hours than is cus- 
tomary—is one in which we might well have 
struck out a new line for ourselves. How- 
ever, We have yet to experience an all-night 
sitting, and, so far, nine o’clock is our latest 
hour for going to bed. Even that hour had 
a rather bad effect on our tempers, and the 
scehe between the Chairman of Ways and 
Means (the Right Hon. Thomas Moles) and 
Mr. Beattie, of the Labour Party, was not 
creditable to either side. Everyone was glad 
to welcome Mr. George Henderson, the ré- 
presentative of the “ Unbought”’ of County 
Antrim, back to the House after his recent 
severe illness. I have always considered Mr. 
Henderson to be the most, effective speaker in 
the House, and in his speech on the reduction 
of the grant in relief of agricultural] rates he 

showed that he has lost none of his ability.

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A STRING OF PLANETS. 


(From OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
THe PLANETS :'— 

Mercury is still a morning star, but rises 
half an hour or less before the Sun all the 
month. He consequently will not be visible 
during the period covered by these notes. 
Venus, is little more favourably placed than 
Mercifiy. She rises between 2.30 and 3.50 
a.m., “and her superior brightness may enable 
an early observer to pick her up in the morn- 
ing twilight, about half an hour before sun- 
rise. Her phase is that of the Moon when 
eight to nine days old. Mars rises at 2.37 
a.m. on the Ist and 1.24 a.m. on the Wth. 
Jupiter rises at 2,23 a.m. and at 0.35 a.m. 
on these dates respectively. On the last day 
of the month these four planets rise in the 
order Jupiter, Mars, Venus, Mercury, and 
with, roughly, an hour interval between 
them. At sunrise they will be strung out 
across the sky in that order, in a nearly 
horizontal line, from a little North of East 
to South-East. 

Saturn is in opposition on the 14th, and 
visible all night, rising at sunset and setting 
at sunrise. is rings are now not far from 
their widest possible opening to us, and we 
look down upon their North side. Un- 
fortunately for Northern observers, Saturn is 
steadily retreating into Southern Declination, 
and will be unfavourably placed for several 
years to come. Many of the most interesting 
of the pusme of his system are delicate 
and difficult even to large telescopes, and 
these will be hidden from our latitudes till 
the planet returns to our side of the Equator, 
more than seven years hence. As a com- 
wer pere: to the telescopist, Jupiter is coming 

ack within range, and will cross the 
Equator next year, while Mars will be in a 
good position for Northern observers in 
November next.

The Moon will be in conjunction with 
| Jupiter on the 5th at 8 p.m., with Mars 
on the 6th at 8.37 a.m., with Venus on the 
8th at 9.50 a.m., with Mercury on the 10th 
at 1.17 a.m., and with Saturn on the 26th 
at 10.52 a.m. None of the approaches will 
be very close, but the successive visits of 
the waning Moon to all the visible planets 
during the morning hours from the 5th to the 
10th will be of interest to those whose occu- 
pation calls them abroad in the small hours. 
There will be a close approach of Venus 
to Uranus on the 4th, so chose that the two 
planets will easily included in a single 
te ic field, even with a fairly high 
magnifying power. The contrast between 
the brilliancy of Venus and the faint pale 
blue and tiny disc of Uranus will be 
striking. 

Tug Sun :— 
Following the remarkable outburst of 
activity in February and March, solar forces 


seem to have become quiescent for a time. 
On one or two days during April the Sun’s

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disc was even free from spots, a state of 
things which has not occurred before in the 
present year. At any moment, however, 
activity may be renewed with even greater 
vigour than before. The maximum is not 
due till the end of 1927. Between the present 
time and then we may expect solar activity to 
wax and wane many times, but with an up- 
ward tendency on the whole. The cause of 
the sunspot period—as of the minor fluctua- 
tions of activity connected therewith—is not 
known. It appears to be one indication of a 
periodic change which manifests itself in 
several other departments of Nature also, as 
the terrestrial phenomena of magnetic storms 
and the Aurora. 
THe Stars :— 

At midnight on the list, 11 p.m. on the 
15th, 10 p.m. on the Wth. On the mefidian, 
southwards, are Libra and Boédtes. Part of 
Draco is overhead. The bright star Artturus 
is nearly due South. Virgo and Leo are to 
be found to the right of an observer looking 
southwards. The former is marked by the 
bright star Spica, and the latter by the some- 
what less bright Regulus. Cancer is setting, 
and Corvus and Crater are low in the South- 
West. East of the meridian, and to the left, 
still looking south, is a bright assemblage of 
stars and star-groups, extending from the 
meridian right away to the Eastern horizon. 
These include Scorpio, low in the 8.8.E., 
with the great red star Antares; Serpens, 
Ophiuchus, Corona Borealis and Hercules; 
Lyra, Aquila and Cygnus. The eye easily 
picks out Vega, Altair and Deneb, in the 
Eastern sky, by their brightness. The Great 
Bear is descending, west of the Pole, below 
which Cassiopeia has just passed. Castor and 
Pollux and Capella can be seen low down in 
the North-West. 

OBJsecTs IN THE EvENING Sky :— 

First of all, perhaps, comes the planet 
Saturn. As above stated, he is in opposition 
on the 14th, and his ring system is widely 
open. He is in Libra, not far to the west of 
the Scorpion’s Northern claw. Then there 
are numerous beautiful examples of coloured 
double stars—as Alpha Herculis, orange and 
blue; Epsilon Boétis, Zeta Coronae, 36 and 39 
Ophiuchi, Beta and XI. Scorpii, the last a 
triple, Delta Serpentis. There is also the 
globular cluster@Messier 13 Herculis. All 
these are visible in a good two-inch telescope. 
After the 12th the crescent Moon comes into 
view, to the beginner with a small telescope 
perhaps the most fascinating sight of all, 
with the ever-changing light and shadows on 
mountain range, plain and crater-ring.
